A German, we’ate told, Compllodio:fgpiety 
De Veterum Lucernis &P Candelabris ; the Lamps 
and Candlefticks of the Ancients: But a North) Briton, 
a Second-fighted Gentleman, carried his Enquiries 
into the more dark Ages of the World, and has left 
in the Library at Glajgow, a profound Traét De 
Laternis Secretis Antideluvianis; of the Dark Lan- 
thorns of the Anrideluvians. A lame Writer, it 
feems, has penn’d his Meditations, De Adiferiis ./ml x- 
lantinm , of the Miferies of walking on Boor. Yet 
an old Peripatetick at Oxford, fet forth the Miferies 
of being carry'd, and wrote a large Volume De Cur- 
ruum Conduttitiorum ad Itinera perficienda Peftibus ; 
of the Plagues of riding in a Stage-Coach: With 
fome Occafional and Natural Digreflions, on Sweat- 
ing, Crowding, Infantine Pukings, and Female Vo- 
ciferations. ‘The great Bamboozle-bergius, we are in- 
form’d, has made a Colleétion De Mendaciis _Anti- 
guovum , of the Lies of the Ancients: But a Gen- 
tleman of our own Nation, has retired from his 
own Country, to make a far more copious Colleétion, 
under the Tile of, 

Bolingbrokianus Tra&atus T; vatiatuum, 
De Mendaciis fui Temporis Politicis, 
Scipfo res pubiicas adminiftrante, nec non alios ad- 
miniltrantes opponente, omnibus inclufis. 
Bolinebroke’s Treatife of Treatifes, 
Of the Political Lies of bis own Times ; 
Including all, io his own Adminiitration of Affairs, 
ant in Lis Oppofition, to the Adminiftration of 
others. 

Tuts truly incomparable Work will be introduc’d 
into the World with a'pompous Deditation to all £n- 
glibmen inthe prefent Oppofition ; and no Perion 
will be deemed a Patriot, a Man of Common Senfe, 
or Common Honefty, who has not a Set of thele 
moft excellent Memoirs in his Pofleffion. 

I sH aut conclude the Lift of thefe extraordi- 
nary Productions, with the lately celebrated MS. 
De Colaphis & Calcationibus Veterum; of the Kicks 
and Cutts of the Ancients. The facetious Effayitt, 
who makes fuch honourable Mention of this Work, 
has advanced a various Reading of a High Dutch

Time, I will give fome Thoughts on Modern K ick- 
ing ; in which, tho” I may differ from another Au- 
thor, I doubt not, but I fhall have as much Argu- 
ment, and, perhaps, more Truth.
